Starbucks apologises to chronic arthritis sufferer 
whose disability was questioned by shop staff

Starbucks has been forced to apol¬ 
ogise after an arthritis sufferer 
was told she could not use a dis¬ 
abled toilet because she “did not 
look disabled enough”. 

Lucy Challis, 21, went to use the 
disabled toilet in Kingston’s 
Clarence Street branch, at the 
junction with Eden Street, on Fri¬ 
day afternoon with her mum 
Alexandra Austin, 41, who has 
chronic arthritis. 

The pair, who live in Richmond, 
said they went into the cafe to buy 
a hot drink and a branded mug but 
also wanted to use the toilet. 

Miss Challis said: “I asked for the 
key to the disabled toilet and the 
assistant looked at my mother 
and said ‘She doesn’t look very 
disabled.’ 


“It was disgraceful really. My 
mum has chronic arthritis and she 
needs me to help her in the toilet.” 

The care agency supervisor said 
the confrontation has put her off 
going to Starbucks and she plans to 
protest outside the shop next week. 


Miss Challis said: “I asked to 
speak to the manager but he just 
didn’t care. 

“He just said that English was 
not the assistant’s first language 
but I don’t see why that should 
matter. 

“If you are disabled you are 
disabled. 

“We just wanted to go to the toilet 
before getting a coffee. Sometimes 
you need to do that. 

“I was going to buy my mum a 
mug to add to her collection but 
not any more. They can’t get away 
with treating people like that. 

“I’m going to protest outside the 
shop because I think people should 
know that this is how they treat 
disabled people.” 

In June the international coffee 
shop chain, which operates 549 
stores in the UK, was awarded full 
marks in a disability equality 
index survey in the United States 
by the American Association of 


People with Disabilities. 

A spokeswoman for Starbucks 
UK said: “We have investigated 
this matter and would like to pass 
on our apologies to the customer 
affected. 

“Our toilets are always available 
for our customers to use.” 

Tolworth disability campaigner 
Adam Lotun said: “More compre¬ 
hensive staff training needs to be 
done. 

“There are many disabled people 
who are not mobility impaired but 
need to use disabled toilets.”

Child services turned around

A child protection boss has de¬ 
scribed how Kingston’s social 
services have changed since 
she walked through the door 
two years ago. 

Fiona Cisneros, an Achiev¬ 
ing for Children (AfC) social 
work manager, joined in April 
2013, less than a year after 
Kingston Council’s services 
were deemed “inadequate” for 
the first time following a 
string of failures, including 
the murder of Charito Cruz by 
her boyfriend in front of their 
young daughter. 

Community interest compa¬ 
ny AfC has run Richmond and 
Kingston’s children’s services 
since last April. When Ofsted 
rated it “good” earlier this 
month council leader Kevin 
Davis praised “hard work and 
great professionalism” by 
staff. 

Ms Cisneros, a social 
worker for more than 20 years, 


said: “When I came in there 
wasn’t a proper telephone sys¬ 
tem. [But] I don’t want people 
in dire straits getting an 
answering machine - all 
our clients have my mobile 
number. 

“There were some people 
that I wanted to move on, and I 
did, because they didn’t share 
the same passion and profes¬ 
sionalism. You need to care 
about a family, about a sys¬ 
tem, about the community. All 
the managers and social work¬ 
ers have stepped up.” 

Earlier this year Kingston 
Council confirmed all social 
workers involved in Miss 
Cruz’s case no longer worked 
for the authority. It was un¬ 
clear whether they were 
sacked or left voluntarily. 

It is believed at least one for¬ 
mer worker involved in the 
case is still a registered social 
worker. 

Ms Cisneros, a trained coun¬ 
sellor, said although her team 
often worked beyond their 
hours, including under signifi¬ 
cant stress, AfC’s support 


structure met their needs. 

She said: “I encourage them 
to go at 5pm; they don’t al¬ 
ways. Public perception is that 
we go in, we criticise, we stay 
minutes and we’re out. We 
don’t. We model good parent¬ 
ing. We model good ways of 
parents seeking their own 
needs. 

“[Workers] sometimes come 
back and they ask for a word. 
They get threats of violence. 
They sit and they take a verbal 
hammering. 

“AfC has created a very 
comfortable working environ¬ 
ment where we have lots of lit¬ 
tle rooms we can go off to.” 

Workers have supervision 
meetings every three weeks, 
and the seven-strong team, 
plus two support workers, 
hold fortnightly meetings 
together. 

Staff work with no more 
than the recommended 18 
children at one time, Ms Cis¬ 
neros said.

“To the question of whether it 
gets too big or spreads too thin, 
there is a senior management 
structure which means that it 
safeguards our services.” 

Richmond and Kingston 
tasked the company with cut¬ 
ting £7.5m from its budget 
within its first three years. 

Asked if this meant job loss¬ 
es, a spokeswoman said front¬ 
line services had been 
protected and back-office costs 
cut to save £796,000 a year. 

She said: “Since its launch, 
AfC has made 21 redundancies. 
Eight redundancies have been 
compulsory and 13 have been 
voluntary.” 

AfC employs 1,263 full and 
part-time staff. 


Searching for a new home 


A group that supports 100 
children with severe learning 
disabilities through games 
and activities is searching for 
a home. 

Non-profit Yorda Adven¬ 
tures, a community interest 
organisation, is running its 
summer activities from a 
scout hut in New Malden and 
is otherwise based at Dysart 
School in Surbiton. 

But founder Laura Smyth 
hopes to find a stable home 
for her group. 

She said: “We don’t have a 
permanent base for our year- 
round activities. It’s difficult 
because although we’re 
linked to Dysart many of the 
children with severe autism 
struggle with staying at a 
school. 

“Dysart are brilliant and as 
accommodating as they can 


be, for our teenagers, they 
need big, physical activities 
going off-site and getting rid 
of more energy before they 
get home in the afternoon, 
which gives their parents a 
better break. It makes such a 
difference to mental health. 

“If we found somewhere we 
would be really serious about 
getting the funds together 
and bringing a community 
asset back into use. 

“There is some land near 
Devon Way youth centre 
[Chessington], It is lying 
there not doing anything.” 

Pupils from Shrewsbury 
House School recently raised 
£5,000 for Yorda Adventures 
with a sponsored run.

Jury shown footage of 
‘ferocious’ knife fight

A college student accused of 
“repeatedly and ferociously” 
stabbing a man in broad day¬ 
light in Tolworth Broadway 
has claimed he was acting in 
self defence. 

Larry Kukoyi, 22, of Millais 
Way, Epsom, appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court for 
the first day of his trial on 
Monday. 

He is alleged to have 
stabbed 23-year-old Fabrice 
Benjamin three times in the 
stomach with a kitchen knife 
on March 10 this year. 

A knife was later found 
under a toilet seat in a Goals 
football centre the defendant 


was alleged to be hiding in. 

CCTV footage of Mr Ben¬ 
jamin, who appeared to start 
a fight with Mr Kukoyi as he 
walked past him outside 
Lebanese cafe and takeway 
Rose Kitchen, was shown to 
jurors. 

Radio Jackie’s CCTV cam¬ 
era down the road showed Mr 
Benjamin pull out a knife as 
the pair started fighting in 
the road. 

The stabbing took place at 
about 6pm and several wit¬ 
nesses could be seen on 
CCTV footage shown in court 
helping Mr Benjamin as he 
clutched at his stomach out¬ 
side the cafe. Footage then 
showed Mr Kukoyi running 
off across the Greenway. 

Police officers later arrest¬ 
ed him in the nearby Goals 


football centre in Kingston 
Road, where he had been hid¬ 
ing in the toilets, the court 
heard. 

A kitchen knife was later 
discovered under one of the 
seats of the toilets in the cen¬ 
tre, the jury heard. 

Prosecutor Julian Jones 
said: “CCTV shows that it 
was initially Mr Benjamin 
that was the instigator. 

“What Mr Kukoyi did 
next was beyond anything 
that could be considered self- 
defence. 

“There was a struggle for 
the knife and Mr Kukoyi got 
the knife. 

“Thereafter he could have 
made his escape but he did 
not do that. 

“He repeatedly and fero¬ 
ciously stabbed Mr Benjamin 


with the knife.” 

But Mr Jones told jurors 
they would not be hearing 
from Mr Benjamin who had 
“refused to co-operate with 
police” or have any part in 
the trial. 

He said: “Fabrice Benjamin 
refused to co-operate with the 
police. 

“While this is regrettable, 
we have CCTV footage. The 
prosecution say the CCTV 
speaks for itself.” 

Mr Kukoyi was originally 
charged with attempted mur¬ 
der but this has been down¬ 
graded to wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm, which he denies. 

The trial continues.

Driver ‘reversed car at police officers’ 


Undercover police officers were alleged¬ 
ly almost run over in a car park. 

The two Kingston officers were pa¬ 
trolling in Churchfields Recreational 
Ground’s northern car park, Chessing- 
ton, on Wednesday, August 12, at about 
11.30am, when they approached a car. 

The driver was then said to have sped 
off towards the exit which had been 
blocked off by another police car, 
prompting the driver to allegedly 
reverse into officers, who were forced to 


jump out of the way. 

Kingston police initially said two men 
had been arrested but a spokesman from 
the Metropolitan Police Service only had 
a record of one. 

A 38-year-old man from Chessington 
was arrested on suspicion of dangerous 
driving, driving under the influence of 
drugs, failing to stop and driving without 
insurance. He has been bailed until early 
November. 

Both police officers were uninjured.

Extra homes for gas site

Developer Berkeley has re¬ 
leased new images of its 
plans for the Kingston gas 
holder site. 

The redesign of the devel¬ 
opment’s south-eastern cor¬ 
ner will contain 17 extra 
homes, bringing the total to 
332. 

The height will vary from 
two to nine storeys, and 
Berkeley said other changes 
would allow better access to 
Kingston station and the 
town centre. 

Jonathan Rollason, from 
the Towering Heights in 
North Kingston pressure 
group, said: “We will be ask¬ 
ing for a proper light assess¬ 
ment and a proper 
wind-tunnelling one. 

“We would like to have 
more affordable housing as 
well - housing that is truly 
affordable. 

“[But] to have an entrance 
at that Richmond Road side 


would make it easier for peo¬ 
ple to get to the station.” 

Residents are being con¬ 
sulted on the changes. 

A Berkeley spokesman 
said: “With increased cer¬ 
tainty around the delivery of 
the new public realm 
fronting Kingsgate Road, [we 
have] come forward with pro¬ 
posals which relocate the 
pedestrian entrance from the 
western side of the develop¬ 
ment in Seven Kings Way (op¬ 
posite Royal Quarter) over to 
the eastern side of the devel¬ 
opment fronting on the new 
area of public realm. 

“This will reduce pedestri¬ 
an movements in Seven 
Kings Way and create more 
activity on the eastern side 
making the new public realm 
a better used space with 
much better pedestrian con¬ 
nections to the station.”

Richard Challoner head¬ 
teacher Ian O’Brien said: “We 
are already incredibly proud 
of the contribution this year 
group has made. Their exam¬ 
ination results are the icing 
on the cake.” 

His school reported a 99 per 
cent pass rate. 


At Kingston Grammar 
School, staff said every stu¬ 
dent who applied to Oxford or 
Cambridge had got in, and 
that 40 per cent of students 
achieved three A grades or 
better. 

Head Stephen Lehec said: 
“The totality of these results 
is quite wonderful and very 
rewarding for everyone 
concerned, especially in light 
of the wider national con¬ 
cerns regarding grade defla¬ 
tion making the highest 


grades much harder to 
achieve.” 

Kingston College principal 
Peter Mayhew-Smith said: 
“They are good results this 
year, better than last with a 
big jump in a lot of grades, 
and high grades at AS level. 
We are really pleased. 

“We’ve also had a tremen¬ 
dous surge in positive results 
for our vocational pro¬ 
grammes as well as our ap¬ 
prenticeships, which have 
gone through the roof.”

consultation with councils this 
month. 

David Cameron pledged £8bn 
extra a year for the NHS follow¬ 
ing a pre-election plea by NHS 
England boss Simon Stevens - 
but Mr Hunt has said it must 
save billions more. 

Kingston Council put on a 
brave face over the unexpected 
“blanket” cut. 

Conservative Councillor Cathy 
Roberts, cabinet member for 
health, said: “The consultation, 
which closes on August 28, is 
likely to impact Kingston’s 
£10.4m ring-fenced public health 
grant. 

“However, we will await the 
outcome of the consultation and 
do what we have to do to ensure 
public health in Kingston is ad¬ 
dressed in a way that best serves 
our population.” 

The Royal College of Nursing 
warned the proposed cuts, equiv¬ 
alent to 6.2 per cent of councils’ 
public health budgets, would 
disproportionately hurt Lon¬ 
don boroughs and worsen in¬ 
equality among them. 

Bernell Bussue, its London 
director, added: “It is no 
good claiming to protect the 
NHS budget, but then mak¬ 
ing huge cuts to local au- 
i thority services, which 


are there to keep people well and 
out of hospital. 

“The health service will in the 
long term end up paying for 
these savings many times over.” 

Extra patients could cause 
even more problems for 
Kingston Hospital, which pre¬ 
dicts an £8.8m deficit this year. 

Neighbouring hospitals like St 
George’s are in even deeper fi¬ 
nancial trouble. 

But Dr Naz Jivani, chairman of 
Kingston clinical commissioning 
group (CCG), said: “Close work¬ 
ing arrangements between the 
borough and the CCG will con¬ 
tinue to deliver high-quality 
services.” 

A Department of Health 
spokeswoman said: “The NHS 
budget will remain protected but 
difficult decisions need to be 
made right across Government 
to reduce the deficit. 

“Local authorities have already 
set an excellent example of how 
more can be done for less to pro¬ 
vide the best value for the 
taxpayer.” 

Grahame Snelling, chairman 
of Kingston Healthwatch, said: 
“We are very concerned about 
any impact there might be 
arising from these proposed 
savings.” 

Public health services are of 
“critical importance”, he added.

Still no plans for Robert Peel site 


The site of Kingston’s 
former live music venue 
is to remain untouched 
for even longer as coun¬ 
cillors deemed the level 
of affordable housing 
proposed for the land as 
unsuitable. 

Demolition of the Sir 
Robert Peel pub in Cam¬ 
bridge Road began a year 
ago, but no plans have 
been approved for the 
site since. 

A mixed-use residential 


and retail development 
on the land where the 
pub once stood was re¬ 
jected at a development 
control committee meet¬ 
ing at Guildhall on Tues¬ 
day, August 11. 

Councillors questioned 
the density and lack of 
affordable housing in the 
development after prop¬ 
erty consultants Ger- 
aldeve said they could 
make only 19 per cent 
of the 31 flats, near 


the Cambridge Estate, 
affordable. 

This is short of 
Kingston’s 50 per 
cent target for large 
developments. 

But revised plans for 
Kingston University’s 
£55m town house build¬ 
ing in Penrhyn Road 
were given the nod at the 
same meeting as were af¬ 
fordable flats on a former 
industrial estate in 
Cowleaze Road.

Overcrowding, fares and 
delays annoy us the most 


I was surprised at James Berry’s 
list of major problems concern¬ 
ing train services from Surbiton 
to Waterloo. 

While overcrowding at Sur¬ 
biton station might be consid¬ 
ered a minor issue, most 
commuters would list the three 
main issues as overcrowding on 
all train services during the 
morning commute, higher than 
reasonable fares and unaccept¬ 
able delays caused by engineer¬ 
ing issues, particularly 
signalling failures due to prob¬ 
lems within Network Rail. 

Most trains between 6.30am 


and 8.30am arrive in Surbiton 
with few empty seats and all de¬ 
part with standing passengers, 
some significantly overcrowded. 

More eight-coach services 
should be increased to 12 units - 
I understand that South West 
Trains does not have enough 
units at present for this - and 
more services should stop at 
Surbiton. 

Nothing is more frustrating 
when trains are delayed than 
seeing trains go through on plat¬ 
form two with empty seats. 

Fares would be reduced if Sur¬ 
biton station was rezoned to zone 


5, and the recent announcement 
that the current South West 
Trains franchise is to be termi¬ 
nated in 2017 and a new fran¬ 
chise awarded shows this is the 
time for rezoning. 

Ed Davey provided the ratio¬ 
nale for a rezoning and Mr Berry 
should be working with the De¬ 
partment for Transport to en¬ 
sure that the new franchise is 
tendered on the basis that 
Surbiton is in zone 5. 

The Transport Secretary has 
recently admitted that there are 
significant problems within Net¬ 
work Rail and has asked for 


recommendations to improve 
management. 

These recommendations, when 
they come, should be implement¬ 
ed quickly to ensure that engi¬ 
neering issues that cause so 
many delays are substantially 
reduced so as to improve the 
overall reliability of the service. 

If Mr Berry concentrated on 
the three above issues, we should 
start to see improvements in 
services with lower fares once 
the new franchise is awarded in 
2017.

Land price soars after years of waiting 


You are correct to say that all this 
development on the key A3 junc¬ 
tion will change the face of the 
district. Welcome to Tolworth new 
town. 

Whitbread and their architects 
seem to be forgetful of the site’s 
planning history. CNM Estates 
was first granted outline permis¬ 
sion in September 2008 to erect a 
five-storey, 105-bedroom hotel and 
basement car parking. 

A year followed until demolition 


of existing buildings and con¬ 
struction of a six-storey, 142-bed¬ 
room hotel was permitted. 

CNM Estates then had to apply 
for and was granted an extension 
of time with conditions in 2013 to 
implement planning permission. 

This permission runs out on 
January 23 next year. However, 
earlier this year an application ap¬ 
peared for retrospective use of the 
site as a car wash and motor deal¬ 
ership for one year. No decision 


has yet been taken. 

Now Whitbread has applied for 
demolition of the existing build¬ 
ings and erection of a five-storey, 
118-bedroom hotel. 

Seven years have passed since 
the first application to build the 
hotel was granted and the price of 
land has soared. CNM Estates 
also owns the Tolworth Tower. 
Will they land bank this too?

A 105-year-old has raised 
more than £100,000 for charity 
by collecting and cleaning 
balls from Coombe Hill Golf 
Club for nearly two decades. 

Max Morris was a keen 
golfer until his mid-90s, when 
he realised that he and his 
friends had so many spare 
balls they never used. 

With the help of his wife, 
Ann, 71, they cleaned and 
sorted the balls and gave them 
to a variety of charity shops in 
Kingston, who sold them for 
about a quarter of their retail 
price. 

Mrs Morris said: “There has 
been a lot of cleaning golf 
balls over the years. 

“Having to collect, clean, 
grade, price and package all 
those golf balls has been a lot 
of work. 

“He was going to stop a few 
years ago, but when he re¬ 
alised he was at £98,000, he 
thought he would carry on 
until he reached £100,000.” 

After acting as a French in¬ 
terpreter with the RAF during 
World War II, Mr Morris trav¬ 
elled to China in 1957 to help 


foster better links with the 
country during the Cold War. 

Despite his many achieve¬ 
ments, he said his charity 
work is what he is most proud 
of. 

Mr Morris said: “It is a 
tough one, to say what has 
been the best thing I have 
done in my life, but I think it is 
raising money for charity. 

“I have received letters from 
charities saying how much the 


money has helped them.” 

Mrs Morris is originally 
from Canada, but the couple 
now live in Warren Road, 
Kingston. 

They met in the baggage 
queue at Saint Petersburg air¬ 
port in 1987, when they were 
on the same art history tour, 
and married in 1994. 

Mrs Morris said: “I just kept 
finding him next to me and 
feeling his warm hand on 


my arm. 

“He wasn’t going to move to 
Canada and, from the point of 
view of the weather, he was 
quite wise not to.” 

The happy couple eventually 
settled in Knightsbridge and 
joined Coombe Hill Golf Club, 
where Mr Morris’ handicap 
was 11. 

They moved to Kingston in 
1999, when the commute to the 
club started taking too long.

• Thrust: Improve your run¬ 
ning and protect against lower 
back pain by working on your 
“posterior power”, strength 
and conditioning expert Dun¬ 
can French says. Do this by in¬ 
cluding hip thrusts into your 
training alongside squats or 
deadlifts. 

• RAMP warm up: The best 
way to warm up, French advis¬ 
es, is R.A.M.P. R stands for 
raise, and that means your 
heart rate, body temperature 
and blood flow for training in 
low intensity exercise. A is ac¬ 
tivate muscles and joints with 
low load exercises, such as 
band walks for hips. M is mo¬ 
bilise joints and increase mus¬ 
cle range of movement with 
dynamic stretching. P is 


potentiate - include high 
intensity activity closer to 
training intensity to improve 
subsequent performance such 
as doing jump squats prior to 
doing squats. 

• Do a Bridget Jones: Keep a 
diary of your training data, 
says French. You can track 
progress, identify loading for 
the next session and under¬ 
stand when to vary your 
routine.

She 
says: “Praise yourself as you 
go beyond your perceived 
limit, this will help your brain 
know what your new capabili¬ 
ty is.” 

• Getting in tune: Cecil rec¬ 
ommends choosing the right 
music. You need something 
that evokes the frame of mind 
you want to be in. 

• Pre-workout food: 


Performance nutritionist 
James Collins says: “Try a ce¬ 
real bar or banana for a quick 
energy hit before training. For 
those who have between an 
hour and three hours before 
their session, try slower re¬ 
lease carbohydrates, such as 
grains, porridge or noodles. 

• Post-workout: If you’re 
sweating a lot, you need to re¬ 
place the fluid you lost. You 
also need to refuel your mus¬ 
cles, so carbohydrates are 
important, and protein is vital 
to help repair and grow mus¬ 
cle. Collins says to target a 
minimum of 20g of protein 
straight after a session. He 
says: “These might be things 
like lean meat, pulses, and 
sources of dairy.”

with a price tag of £212,717. 

Properties located on either a 
"drive" or "street" seemed to 
command the lowest price, at 
£191,675 and £142,374 respectively. 
The only place where there seemed 
to be an exception to this rule was 
in London, where a property on a 
"lane" cost on average £152,284 less 
than a property on a "street". 

Recent research carried out by 
property giant Zoopla found that 
the most expensive 
roads to live on in 
London 
were all 
in the 


borough of Kensington. None of 
these roads were called "lanes" or 
"streets" though, with "gardens", 
"crescents", "avenues" and "places" 
all appearing in the top 10. 

Homes in Scotland tended to be 
most valuable when situated on a 
"close", with the average property 
value standing at £161,869, and in 
Northern Ireland, properties on a 
"road" were the most expensive, 
costing on average £148,519. 

The "lane" rule applied to Wales 
though, where homes cost £190,039 
on average. 

The average price of a property 
with "lane" in its address has dou¬ 
bled since 2001, where it stood at 
£123,00, but Barclay Mortgages say 
every category has significantly in¬ 


creased over the last 15 years. 

Barclays' director of mortgages, 
Craig Calder, said: "While this data 
paints a clear picture of victory for 
lanes in the competition between 
properties, it's interesting to see 
the varying statistics from around 
the country, and a huge growth in 
value overall." 

In July, a lack of houses for sale 
pushed up both prices and demand 
within the property industry. 

A monthly report from the Royal 
Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
found that the demand from buyers 
in July increased at the fastest rate 
since February. The average number 
of properties for sale also fell to a 
record low at the same time.
